The Merchants’ Terminal Contract 
With Maj. McNamara Will 
Be Considered Again 
by the Grand-Jury 
on Monday. 


Overall Says McNamara Received $2,250 
Because He Failed to Take Advantage of 
an Option He Held on Merchants’ Ter- 
minal Stock—How Two-Ninths of the 
Stock Was Held by Two Men Who Could 
Not Pay for It, While Forty Wealthy Men 
Had Only Seven- Ninths—An Explanation 
That Needs Explaining—Overall and 
Rainwater Testified Before the Grand- 
Jury That They Thought McNamara 
Represented Councilmen—School Di- 
rector Brady’s Bribery Story Takes a 
New Tarn. 


From now until Monday the boodlers whose 
indictment has not yet been determined upon 
may pass their time wondering who will go 
next. On Monday the Grand-jury will re- 
sume its consideration of the Post-DIsPaTCH 
indictments, and then the boodlers will begin 
to fall like nine-pins. The Post-DisPpaTcH 
fought single-handed and alone against the 
corrupt rascals who have betrayed their trust 
and turned honorable positions to which they 
were elected by the people into felonious 
money-making offices. 

The frauds were unearthed, the indictments 
found and are now being approved by the 
Grand-jury and signed by Foreman Charles 
H. Bailey. 

The disposition of tha boodlers to squeal 
was manifest as soon as they saw that the 
POST-DISPATCH had caught them. Circuit 
Attorney Clover has declined to permit the 
boodlers, who waited to testify, to go before 
the Grand-jury, becayse h ebas already at his 
command enough evidence to insure indict. 
ments. 

Mr. John H. Overall and Maj. C. C. Rain- 
water are still being interviewed for the pur- 
pose of expluining their transaction with Maj. 
J. H. McNamara, who, it is suspected, repre- 
sented otber interests. 

Mr. Overall is quoted as beginning the latest 
interview in this manner: 

There is no word of truth in these persist- 
ent references to Maj. J. H. McNamara having 
in his possession a sealed package, ostensibly

-eontaining one-ninth of the stock of our com- 


clause is not quoted in the alleged contract 
given above, nor does the letter explain why 
a simple contract between a co ration and 
one of the subscribers to its stock should be 
held in escrow. Moreover, this clause is 
soratehed out of the original contract, and the 
letter does not explain when, why or by whom 
it was erased. ; 

And there are other things about 

ö THE COCONTRACOCT S 
quoted which the letter does not explain. It 
provides that McNamura shall receive one- 
ninth of the stock, not fully paid, but on the 
same terms with the other subscribers, and in 
consideration of this he pays to the Mer- 
Chants’ Terminal $1. 

Here are some pertinent questions: 

Did every one of the forty-two subscribers 
to that stock pay $1 in consideration of being 
permitted to subscribe? If so, who did they 
pay it to? Each other? 

Can the Merchants’ Teaminal show any 
other case on record where one of the sub- 
scribers to the stock of a company which has 
not been organized has paid a consideration 
of $1 to subscribe his money to the enterprise? 

Did Maj. Rainwater and Mr. Cobb and Mr. 
Perry and the rest of the forty-two subscribe 
under a contract? 

. H. Kern, another ground floor holder, 
who pulled Councilman Phil Rohan off the 
bill, did not. 

It Maj. McNamara was only a subscriber to 
the stock like the others, why did he make a 
contract and they none, except Kern, who re- 
ceived another one-ninth in a similar way?

Maj. McNamara is pot a rich man and the 
promoters knew that he could not purchasea 
one-ninth interest iu such an enterprise as 
the Merchants’ Brid & Terminal Co., and 
Mr. Overall’s letter shows that he could not. 
He had never been cdpnected with any of the 
great enterprises of St, Louis, then why was a 
contract admitting im as a director on the 
ground floor in this entered into? 

Another thing: MeNamara and Kern, the 
two men who wich Sip their interests under 


the contracts which . Ovefali’s letter 
DOES NOT EXPLAIN, 

held atwo-ninths of the capital stock of the 
company and both admitted that they could 
not pay for those two-pinths. 

. ©. O. Rainwater, Mr. John D. Perry, 
Mr. S. W. Cobb, Mr. William G. Clark and 
thirty-six other promiment and wealthy men 
divided between them only seven-ninths, 
and each has 7-360 or about one-thirty- fifth. 
Doesn't this seem strange? 

McNamara holds one-ninth. 

Kern holds one-ninth. 

Rainwater holds one-thirty-fifth. 

Terry holds one-thirty- fifth. 

Cobb holds one-thirty-fifth. 

Clark holds one-thirty-fifth. 

Thirty-six rich men hold one-thirty-fifth 
each. . 

There is room for a fear thatthe capitalists 
who organized this company did not get as 
much as they wanted, for each of them had 
butathird of what McNamara had and one- 
sixth of what was held by McNamara and 
Kern together. 

Now as to the $2,260. Mr. Overall could 
probably entertain the community by ex- 
plaining why a man who has simply sub- 
scribed to the ste f a company, finding 
that he could not pay nubseription, should 
bimself be paid. 

There is something unusual about that. Mr. 
Overall is quoted as saying: ‘‘lransactions 
of this nature take place in real estate every 
duy. An option ona piece of property is se- 
cured, for which a cunsideration, nominal or 
real, is paid. When the date for closing the 
deal comes around, the party holding the op- 
tion declines to take it and loses his forfeit.’’ 
This is true, but Mr. Overall cannot find in 
the city of St. Louis a real estate agent who 
ever in his life paid the man who held an op- 
tion and failed to take it for $2, 250. 

Toe agent takes the forfeit, the holder of the 
option is a clean loser. 

If the Merchants’ Terminal had taken the 
$1 Maj. McNamara 80 strangely put up and he 
had lost that much, it would not have been so 
strange, but why, when he failed to take his 
option, did he receive $2,250 instead of 
losing $l. 

If Mr. Overall will establish this custom 
among real estate agents there will be plenty 
of men who wilispend alltheir time putting 
up forfeits on options, then failing to take 
them, 

And last of all, the fact is simply this: It 
bas been testified to before the Srend-iers 
thatit was the opinion that Maj. McNamara 
represented Councilmen. In other words Maj. 
McNamara was given money when he was con- 
sidered the representative of Councilmen who 
were being bribed by that money. But it was 
not known andnow Maj. McNamara must do 
all the explaining the Grand-jury wants; but 
the Grand-jury will yet find out whether it is 
true that through Gov.Francis the Merchants’ 
Terminal people were notified that Tom Rowe 
would represent a certain Councilman, and 
whether Tom Rowe and the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal people together selected Maj. McoNa- 
mara. 


Grady Must Testify Again. 


There has been manyahearty laugh over 
School Director Brady’s story of how a 
member of the House of Delegates offered him 
a bribe to vote to reinstate Janitor Ahearn, 
but there is more in the story than was at firat 


supposed. Brady testified before the Grand- 
jury, and now it is said that the story has 
been proved true withan important altera- 
tion. Instead of the member being the source 
of the bribe he acted only asthe messenger of 
acity official who is more or less connected 
with the city’s finances, and he bad in his 
pocket between $500 and $600, which was given 
him py this ny official to pay to Brady on the 
spot if he would consent to vote ter Ahearn. 
This is another — whe little episode that 
will result in a sensational indictment.

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THREE PEOPLE KILLED. 


NATURAL GAS THE CAUSE OF A TERRIBLE 
EXPLOSION AT COLUMBUS, o. 


A Stone and Brick Building Broken Into 
Fragmente—The Debris Hurled in All Di- 
rections—Three Lives Lest and Many 
People Injured—How the Accident Oc- 
curred—The Day’s Record of Casualties. 


OLUMBUS, O., 

2 Jan. 25.—An alarm 

of fire from High 

and Main streets 

last evening, at 

about 6 o’clock, 

called out the Fire 

Department, and 

the fire, which was 

not a large one, 

was soon’ under 

control, The day 

being a pleasant 

one, there were & 

large number of 

shoppers on the 

street, and, as it 

was reported that a natural gas explosion haa 

occurred, they rushed to the scene of the fire. 

The blaze occurred in an alley, which was 

soon packed with a mass of men, women and 
children, all anxious to see the fire. 

Suddenly there wasa blinding flash and a 
deafening roar, a huge sheet of flame burst 
from the building at the corner of Noble and 
Wall alleys, and a mass ot brick, stone and 
timber, which shortiv before had composed 
the bullding, was shot into the air in a mi- 
ion fragments. The people fied from the 
scene of the accident with shrieks of terror. 
Some remained pinned to the earth by the 
fallen debris, while others staggered this way 
and that, blinded and dazed by the force of 


the explosion and wounded by the falling 
mass. 
CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

The explosion, as near as can be ascer- 
tained, resulted from an accumulation of 
natural gas in the cellar of the house occupied 
by Michael Bowers and Mr. Marrott, No 
natural gas pipes were ever put into the 
house, but the cause was a natural gas main 
in Noble alley, which leaked. The ground 
was frozen, and the gas, seeking its way out, 
went by the easiest way, and, of course en- 
tered the cellar. It has no scent, «nd its 
presence could not be detected. It saturated 
the buildings. The force of the explosion 
in the Marrott and Bowers house took 
a westerly and northerly direction, and 
scattered bricks aud lumber and lathing fora 
distance of 20 feet. The side of the Marrott 
house was blown out and the roof, freed of its 
support, fell over and layin an almost entire 
condition, hanging from the top of the house 
tothe yard below. The exploded vapor after 
doing its terrible work on the south side of 
Nobie alley, leaped over to the north side of 
the alley, and completely destroyed the house 
at 34 West Noble, occupied by Edward Otstot 
and Mr. James. 

NAMES OF THE VICTIMS. 

Six people were first reported dead: Charles 
Recht, John Seymour, a colored boy; Mrs. P. 
Merotte, an unknown man andan unknown 
babe. The infant child of Charles Berry was 
dashed from its mother’s arms by the force of 
the explosion, and almost immediately was 
run over and killed by a Fire Department 
team which was running from the Duilding. 
Among the wounded are: Dr. T. K. Wissin- 

er, Wm. Brady, Wm. Nell, Wm. James, Mrs. 

m. James, — Blankinger, Theo. Shoting, 
Officer Lynsky, C. Lycklighter, Wm. Riley, 
Bell Smith, Elmer Gates, Mrs. Corn, Ed 
Keemer, Elmer Geach, Charles Lowery, Mr. 
Westlander, Petty Marnott, Thomas Doyle, 
Flora Bowers, Emma Bowers, aged l4, badly 
burned, but not fatal; Aaron Boen, Ben Mor- 
gan, Shawnee; Marsball Kilbourne, two men 
named Berry and Wolf and Peter Marrott. 

. A LATER ACCOUNT. 

1 p. m.—The natural gas explosion last 
night, is still a source of great excitement 
among the citizens. The fatalities, however, 
were exaggerated, and three killed is the 
sum total of deaths. The most seriously in- 
jured all seem improving this morning. The 
list of those who were siightly wounded and 
bruised increases and the startling feature 
isthat more were not killed. The natural 
gas company is doing all it can for 
the injured, and is-making an effort to place 
allthe living in comfortable eircumstances. 
The company made an inveatigation this 
morning as to the cause of the explosion. 
There are about seventy-five miles of the line, 
only a portion of the high-pressure circuit in 
the city was being used, and yesterday the 
company turned on the gas over nearly the 
entire high-pressure circuit line. Near where 
the explosion occurred a test was made east 
and west on tbe line, and where the final 
connection of the circuit was made there 
was one joint of the pipe left 
without being run with lead. The joint was 
virtually wide open but nothing else on the 
line wrong. The frozen surface and loose 
gravel beneath allowed the gas to permeate 
the ground with as much ease as it could ran 
through the loose earthofthetrench. The 
cellars in the vicinity were thus filled with 
gas and only waited for the match or candle. 
The company states that the fault is that of 
the inspéctor and men who made the final 
connection. This was done about January 1. 
The name of the colored lad who was killed is 
found to be Jones. Decht, the barber, and 
Mrs. Marrotte are the only other dead. 


Caught at a Crossing,

AN IMPORTANT LEGAL RULING. 


Under What Circumstances a Firm’s Books 
Must Be Produced in Court. 


CHICAGO, II., Jan. 2%.—Among the last 
opinions handed down by the Supreme Court 
is one jn which Judge Tuthill’s order, requir- 
ing John T. Lester to submit hie firm books of 
account to the lawyer for Samuel Berkowitz 
for inspection, and Judge Lester’s fine of $200 
against Mr. Lester for not obeying the order 
are reversed. The point decided by the Su- 
preme Court is a most important one and of 


interest not only to stock and grain brokers 

but all Institutions, the contents and correct- 

— of whose books may be brought in ques- 
on. 

Berkowitz sued Lester & Co. for money 
alleged to have been lost through the firm by 
investment in stocks. The case involves a 
large sum of money and is still pending, the 
events incidental to it having retarded its 
progress. T. J. Sutherland is Berkowitz’ law- 
yer. John S. Cook, who is broker Lester’s 
lawyer, charges that Sutherland dealt through 
Lester & Co. himself and owes the firm a large 
sum for margins. Out of these transactions, it 
is said, bad feeling grew between Lester and 
Sutherland, and the latter has been pursuing 
the operator for years in the courts, 
notably through Berkowitz and one Boyd. 

On the lzth of July, 1887, Sutherland pro- 
cured from Judge Tuthili an order on Lester & 
Co, to deposit his books of account with the 
court clerk of the Circuit Court in order that 
Sutherland might inspect them, take notes 
from them and otherwise profit by their con- 
tents, ogtensibly in behalf of his client, Berk- 
owitz. John S. Cook and John N. Jewett, who 
appeared for Lester, vigorously opposed the 
granting of such an order. They showed that 
the books were not desired tq be used on the 
trial of the suit Decause the trial had not been 
reached, but thut they were wanted by Berko- 
witz’s lawyer to prepare his case. 

As he could not appeal from Judge Tuthill’s 
ruling otherwise beforethe case was finally 
ended, Lester allowed himselfto be fined $200 
for contempt in not producing the books. He 
then tookan appeal, which for the time pre- 
vented him from going to jail. The Supreme 
Court decides a point which was raised in the 
case at the time, viz.: thatan appealand not 
a writ of error was the proper course to per- 
sue, and then goes onto the main question, 
whether a court can order the production of 
books for Inspection except on the trial of a 
case. The opinion says a defendant is not 
required to disclose matters of 
evidence relied upon in the defense 
and thus inform the plaintiffof his case fur- 
ther than the pleadingsshow. Matters purely 
of defense are the property rights of the de- 
fendant, which he may disclose or not, upon 
thetrial. Unlessa showing is made that the 
evidence sought or that the books and papers 
contaln evidence pertinent to the issue, the 
application should be denied. I'laintiff in this 
case failed fairly to show thatthe books were 
required for evidence in the case. The appll- 
cation was for the production of the books for 
the instruction of plaintiff and his counsel, 
and for preparing the plaintiff's case. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Bonds of the Columbus, Hocking Valley 
& Toledo Co. 


New YorK, Jan. 25.—The 
prints this: 

The question about the disposition of the 
$8,000,000 bonds of the Columbus, Hocking 
Valley & Toledo Railroad appears to have 
been reopened by James J. Belden of Syra- 
cuse, who has served a complaint in the name 
of the company against Stevenson Burke, 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., Winslow, Lanier & Co. 
and the otber usual defendants. 

The question was settied by the decision of 
a board of arbitrators consisting of James OC. 
Carter, F. W. Kittredge and Lawrence Max- 
well, Jr., which was rendered in September, 
1888. It was agreed between the company 
and the defendants that this decision should 
be final, but shortly after it was announced, 
the company threatened that the discussion 
of the matter should not be allowed to rest. 
In the meanwhile the management of the 
company has been changed, but the com- 
plaluant in this inbtanceis nota member of 
the old or the new Board of Directors. Mr. 
Belden’s interest inthe property is under- 
stood to be $50,000 of the bonds which he 
bought about five years after their issue. The 
award oftbe arbitrator after full and public 
examination was that ‘‘the plaintiff’s right to 
any relief fromthe defendants or either of 
them, that this suit be dismissed upon the 
merits at plaintiff’s cost and that the plaintiff 
be forever barred from hereafter prosecuting 
any other action against the defendants or 
either of them, for any ofthe same causes of 
action.’’ 

Atthe offices of Winslow, Lanier & Co. and 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. it was said yesterday 
that the new suit was not worth talking about. 

Mr. Morgan of the last-named firm, after 
laughing atthe matter, declared that any one 
who charged Drexel, Morgan & Co. with con- 
spiracy would have to prove his assertions. 

eadded: ‘‘I don’t think the public will de- 
lieve any such thing, and perhaps the news- 
papers which are responsible for the charge 
may find that they have got themselves into 
trouble.

THE LACLEDE GAS CO. PLAYS A SHARP 
TRICK ON THE CITY- 


How It Feoled the Legislators and De- 
feated the Plan to Regulate Prices—Has 
City Register Wherry Put the City in a 
Hole?—Mayor Noonan Finding Fault 
and the Assembly All Adrift. 


Only this week one gas measure, providing 
for the Inspection of meters, was declared il- 
legal® and as the Assembly could not get 
along without at least three ordinances with 
gas in them Mr. Clark ot the House of Dele- 
gates introduced a newone. This new bill 
is for the purpose of repealing the ordinance 
granted to the St. Louis Gas-Light Co. in 1886. 
It reads as follows: 


AN ORDINANCE. 

Whereas, Ordinance 18,494, An ordinance 
prescribing the terms and conditions on which 
the St. Louis Gas-Light Co. and the suc- 
cessors andassigns of said company shall be 
permitted to layand maintain pipes and ap- 
pliances in the streets, alleys and public 
places of this city for the sale and distribution 
of gas for heating and illuminating purposes 
for the term ending January 1, A. 
D. 1920, approved January 380, 1886, 
among other things, provides as follows: 
See. 11. Any failure, refusal or neglect on 
the part of said company or its successors and 
assigns to observe this ordinance and any of 
its terms or conditions, shall work a forfeit- 
ure of alithe rights and privileges granted 
herein, and such forfeiture shall be declared 
by ordinance, and upon said last mentioned 
ordinance going into force and effect, all 
rights, privileges and franchises herein 
granted to said company or its successors and 
assigns, shall be at once thereby terminated 
and forever ended,’’ and, : 

Whereae, Tne Laclede Gas-Light Co., suo 
cessor to the said St. Louis Gas-Light Co., has 
repeatedly and continuously since Sanuary 18, 
1890, violated the provisions of said orgi- 
nance; and, 

Whereas, The power being fully vested in 
the Municipal Assembly to repeal said ordi- 
nance, as provided in sec. II of said ordi- 
nance, therefore forthe purpose of repealing 
the same, 

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly 
of the city of St. Louis as follows: : 

Sec. 1. Ordinance 13,494, entitled An or- 
dinance prescribing the terms and conditions 
on which the St. Louis Gas-Light Co. and 
the successors and assigns of said company 
shall be permitted to lay and maintain pipes 
and appliances in the streets, alleys and pub- 
lic places of the city for the sale and distribu- 
tion of gas for heating and illuminating pur- 
poses for the term ending January 1, A. D. 
1920, approved January 30, 1636, is hereby re- 
pwaled. 

Inthe last whereas“ of the preamble it 
says that since January 1, 1890, the ordinance 
has been continuously violated by the La- 
clede Co., and Mr. Clark, who introduced the 
bill was asked, ‘‘Whatare these violations?’ 
He said that it was not to be givenaway just 
yet, but there was plenty of proof which 
would be brought forward at the proper time. 

The situation, however, burst upon 

THE SOMEWHAT STARTLED OFFICIALS 
to-day about ll o’clock, when Mayor Noonan 
found how the situation stands and bow the 
last attempt to get the gas company under 
control for once was for the time being de- 
feated. The bill introduced last night to re- 
peal the St. Louis franchise would if passed 
do away with that provision in it which fixes 
the price at $1.25 after January 1, 1890, and 
leaves it so until January 1, 1920. With 
this agreement out of the way the 
bill fixing the price of gas at 90 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet could be put into operation. The 
whole pian was given a severe blow by the 
discovery thatthe franchise of the St. uls 
Gas- -Llaht Co. had been practically re- in- 
dorsed by the city through the action of City 
Register Wherry, who had permitted the La- 
clede Co. to accept the franchise, ordinance 
and all other conditions in due form and bad 
notified Acting Mayor Walbridge of his 
action. This act on the part of 
the City Register can certainly be 
construed as an admission onthe part of the 
city thatthe St. Louis franchise is all right 
and that the Laclede Co. is entitled to the 
privilege of operating under it, so that the 
city is more firmly bound than before to the 
terms of the ordinance. 

The repealing ordinance says that the La- 
clede Co. has violated the provisions of this 
ordinance since the time of its acceptance, 
but that will be hard to prove. If the city can- 
not repeal that franchise the other ordinance, 
which bas given so much trouble, and which is 
intended to regulate prices is practically use- 
less, as it is in direct confilct with the terms of 
a previous ordinance doubly indorsed by the 
city. 

The POST-DISPATCH at the time of the ac- 
ceptance of the ordinance by the Laclede 
people hinted at another scheme, but matters 
were allowed to go on.

pany’s methoda. The legal proceedings of 
accepting the franchise and ordinances were 
gone through with first in the Register’s 
off e, and then, to givethe city fair warning 
andto clinch matters, they notified Acting 
Mayor Walbridge that the ordinances, fran- 
chises, conditions and agreements had 
all been accepted, and that if there 
was any formality which had been 
neglected or overlooked they would be glad to 
attend tothem as their intention was to bind 
themselves inévery way possible. Mr. Wal- 
bridge told Mr. Thompson, the Secretary of 
the Laclede Co., who just by chance dropped 
intosee if everything was all right, that be 
did not consider himself the legal adviser of 
the Laclede Gas Co., and if anything had been 
overlooked it wasthe duty of the company to 
find tout. Here the matter was dropped, 
Register Wherry’s note stating that the fran- 
chise had been accepted was filed away along 
with President McMillin’s letter to the Mayor.

MAYOR NOONAN 

found out how matters stood. He told a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter the status of affairs as fol- 
lows: I have just notified Mr. Wherry, the 
City Register, that hereafter he wil! be wise to 
consult with the Chief Execut ve befor: tak- 
ing as important a step as he did in letting the 
Laclede company accept the St. Louis fran- 
chise, without consulting anybody before 
band. The city was tied down to 
a most odious agreement once be- 
fore by the thoughtless action 
of one of the emploves, and we should guard 
against its happening again. Sol have just, 
as a precautionary measure, notified Mr. 
Wherry to go slow on such matters in the 
future. I know, hadI been here when this 
matter came up, I would not have allowed 
matters to go through as they did, but would 
have lookod into things a little, but that can- 
not be helped now, so there is no use talking 
about it. he situation is now simply this: 
Ifthe city has allowed the Laclede Uo. to ac- 
cept the St. Louis Oo, franchise, 
which it bought along with the 
rest of the roperty of the company, 
the city has defeated its own measure fixing 
the price of gas at 90 cents.

Sad Death of a Child Due to a Landlord’s 
Cruelty—Circait Court Jurors, 


Coroner Woods investigated a sad death 
case this morning at the Martell House. The 
victim was au infant but one month old, a 
ehild of a young woman who said she was 
Mrs. Mary Defoe of Saline County, III. She 
arrived in East St. Louls on the Cairo Short 
Line train early this morning, bearing 
the dead body of her child, which 


had died on the way to this 
city. dne was accompanied by 
H. J. Cole, whosaid bewas her father. He 
claimed to be a cattle dealer, and said he came 
to East St. Louis to transact some business at 
the National Stock Yards. He left Stonefort, 
in Saline 8 yesterday, with his daugh- 
terand ber child, he believing both to be 
strong enough to stand the trip. 
They had ridden eleven wiles through 
the country in a wagon to reach 
Stonefort, and this made both motber 
and child sick. They reached Pinckneyville 

esterday evening and went to a hotel to walt 
orthe Short Line train, but Cole says the 
landlord turned them out of the house and re- 
fused them shelterat any price. He says he 
offered to pay the landlord any sum 
he might ask for the use of a 
room until medical aid forthe cbild could 
be procured, but his offer was rejected. 
They were forced to sit five hours in a waiting 
room at the depot, in whith they said there 
was no fire, until their train reached Pinck- 
neyville. They boarded it and arrived in East 
St. Louis as before stated, but the child was 
dead before they got here. They related their 
sorrowful story at the Relay Depot to Officer 
Ryan, who directed them to the Martell House. 
The officer notified Coroner Woods, who with 
a jury inguired into the cause of the child’s 
deatb and found it to have been exposure. 
The body of the infant was buried this after- 
noon at St. Peter's Cemetery. The grief of 
the mother and grandfather at the death of 
the little one was distre<sing to see, both 
weeping bitterly and with no one but stran- 
gers to comfort them.

Heaping Accusation on a Mother—Other 
Court News. 


HE Frankel case was up 
before the court again 
to-day and continued 
until Monday. An ad- 
ditional and interesting 
feature was addedto the 
case as Mrs. Frankel 
was leaving the Court- 
house, when she was 
served with the copy of 
a petition for divorce 
filed by her husband, 
Irwin Frankel. He 
stole a march on her, as 
it was her intention to 
sue for divorce as soon 
asthe court awarded herthe custody of her 
child. She will filea croés bill and answer 
goon, and it is said the allegations will be as 
startling as those in Mr. Frankel’s petition. 

This morning all the principals in the case 
and their attorneys were in court and Judge 
Withrow called them to trial. Mr. Paxson, 
Mrs. Frankel’s attorney, said he was not 
ready. 

Mrs. Traub, he said, his most important wit- 
ness, whose testimony would tend to prove 
that Mr. Frankel was nota proper person to 
have the care and custody ofa child, and that 
the mother was, had been taken suddenly sick 
this morning and could not appear. The ex- 
citement and worry bad undermined 
her health and compelled her to remain 
quiet, but he thought she would be recovered 
sufficiently to appear in court next week. 
Judge Withrow said he bad to-day and Mon- 
day to try the case, and could only hear it on 
eitherday.

He 
says he was lawtully married to defendant 
September 11, 1888, and continued to live 
with her until March 23, 
charging all the duties 
and loving husband and treating her with 
tenderness and affection. He begins by say- 
ing she was of a most slothful and indolent 
disposition, refused to perform the most 
simple and necessary household duties and 
was always petulant, cross and irritabie, con- 
stantly seeking pretexts for complaints 
against him and was always dissatisfied with 
everybody and everything around her. Sbe 
was possessed of a fierce and irascible 
temper ‘‘which the slightest provocation 
would stir into a perfect whirlwind of the 
wildest passion and most furious rage, during 
which she would quarrel, curséandfight ina 
violent and reckless manner regardless of 
consequences.’’ In less than a month after 
marriage, he continues, she flew into a vio- 
lent passion and, while applying to him the 
vilest epithets, threw a glass at him, 
barely missing bis head, and it 
dasbed into a thousand pieces against 
the wall. Afterthis introductory display of 
temper he says her passions asserted them- 
selves quite frequently, and every time she 
became angry she would attempt to strike or 
beat him with china, glassware, chairs 
knives and tron pokers. When he woul! 
grasp ber, he claims, and trv topacify her 
she would scratch his face and pull his 
ha:r uptil & blood flowed freely. She 
often did not love 
him he woula leave 
yer. She frequently threatened to take his 
life, and he relates several occasions when he 
woke up in the night and found her kneeling 
or sitting by his side on the bed with

gazing intently into his face. On one of these 
occasions, he claims, she told him she had 
been sitting beside him some time contem- 
plating murdering him while he slept, and 
that she would do so yet when she 
could nerve herself up to it. In March, 1889, 
after the child was born and only six months 
after their marriage,he alleges that she cursed 
and assaulted him with lumps of coal, a coal 
shovel, an iron poker, achair, a piece of the 
eh ina chamber set, and then with a large pair 
of scissors, insisting that she would kill him. 
He claims that he succeeded In vetting hold of 
her but she scratched him so fiercely he was 
obiiged to let go. On being released, she 
rushed to the cradie where the baby was cry- 
ing and picking it up threw it bodily at him. 
but he caught it in hie arms and thus saved It 
from harin. He says she often swooned and 
fainted away in the presence of otbers to 
attract sympathy, and pretend to be 
in deep distress. Being unable to 
longer endure such treatment, he left her. 
The child, born of the marriage, he says, is 
now in her custody, but she is not taking the 
proper care of it and is giving it unhealthy 
nourishment. He also says she does not keep 
the baby clean and leaves it for long periods 
of time with strangers. Continuing further 
he more directly attacks the chastity of his 
wife and Says that while boardin at 1121

AN OHIO MAN’S VIEWS. 


Away From Home He Discusses the Late 
Senatorial Contest inthe Buckeye State. 


Mr. Alfred Whitaker of Cleveland, O., the 
President and Manager of the Brooks Oll Co., 
passed through the city yesterday on his way 
home from the West. Mr. Whitaker was in 
Columbus during the contest In the Ohio 
Legislature over the United States senator 
ship, having gone there in the interest o 
one side of the Democratic party to work 
against Calvin §. Brice. 


Mr. Whitaker is not an enthusiastic man, 
but a deliberate, conservative worker in pol- 
itics, yet he speaks with much warmth on the 
subject of Brice’s election. He was not 
working for Mr. Thomas, His choice was 
Jobn McMahon of Dayton, but seeing no 
chance for him he devoted his energies to 
defeating Brice until he found it was impos- 
sible, then he gave up trying and left. 

At the Planters’ House, yesterday, he said 
concerning the manner in which the election 
was conducted: 

There is one thing I would like to speak 
about. The papers, and lately many of the 
Demooratic papers, bave compared the eleo- 
tion of Brice tothat of Payne. Of the man- 
ner of Payne’s election I have nothing to say, 
but between the two men as candidates for 
the honors of their party there is a strong 
contrast. Payne was a prominent figure in 
politics before the present generation of 
Democrats was born. He was a member of 
the historic convention heid at Charleston, 
and was among the Northern Democrats who 
seceded and held aconvention in Baltimore, 
He was always active, bothin State and na- 
tional politics, was often a candidate for State 
offices, had been amember of Corgress, and 
was at one time thought a presidential possi- 
bility, receiving the vote of the Ohio delega- 
— in the convention which nominated Han- 
coc 

Nov, what has Calvin S. Brice done? When 
he was made a delegate to the St. Louis con- 
vention which renominated Cleveland he was 
not known by two-thirds of the members of 
the convention. He had never beena candi- 
date for any office, bad nevereven run fora 
county office, had never been a member of the 
Legislature, had never taken any active part 
for a term of years in the political campaigns 
of the State, had never pronounced bimself 
before the people on any public question, and 
when people asked who be was all that his 
friends could say was that he was the man 
who put through the Nickel-Piate road and 
beat Vanderbilt. 

The great opposition there was in the 
Democratic party to Mr. Brice was not on 
account of his wealth nor so much on account 
of his residence, but because he had not 
served the party that term of years or inthe 
capacity which should entitie him to the 
highest honors within the gift of the Demo- 
cratic party of Ohio. Mr. Brice was not a 
veteran returning from the weil-fought po- 
litical battles of his party against the hosts of 
Republicanism that he should have placed 
upon his head the senatorial honors of 
Ohio. If he bad been that and 
worth a billion, I certainly never would have 
opposed him. But he was unknown in Ohio 
State politics, and he should not have bad the 
party’s choicest honors. The Senatorship 
should have been given to John McMahon, 
who represented the Governor in the Bavcock 
trial, who has done the party service in the 
State, and who deserved recognition. But 
McMahon was there without money and I soon 
hal that it was useless for us to hope for

„Money was used; there is no doubt of that.

| The Corn Receipts Not Nearly So Heavy as 
Had Been Expected—A Very Large In- 
crease Looked For—State of the River 
Opinions on the Butterworth Bill—The 
Kaufiman n 


m ONTRARY to the gen- 

eral expectation, the 

_regeipts of corn dur- 

ing the past week have 

been very light. A 

great rush had been 

expected, as the farm- 

ers have been hold- 

ing back their crop and 

the estimates are that 

from 60 to % per cent of 

the crop is still in the 

hands of the producers. 

This must be disposed 

of by March 1, or at the 

latest by March 15, as the farmers want 

money for their spring planting and to meet 
theinterest on mortgages, which very gen- 
erally run until April. For these reasons 
it bed been expected that an immense 

jnflux of corn would characterize the last part 

of January. Such has not been the case, as 

the receipts have been very small, and two or 
three speculators have been embarrassed in 
qonsequenge. Three reasons have been 
given for the disappointment, the low price 
of corn, the impediments offered dy 
nterrupted railroad traffic and the closing 
ofthe river. The fact that so much corn bas 
been held back has exercised a depressing in- 
fluence upon the price, and the owners who 
have been holding for an advance have been 
disappointed. The fact that not a few 
heavy losses were ascribed to 
the famine of freight cars, which 


prevented the delivery of grain bought in the 
country within the time specified, has also had 
a decided tendency to make buyers timid, and 
the consequence is that prices have been ‘kept 
down. The recent bad weather has prevented 
a great dead of grain from being shipped 
that was ready for and 
the news that the was 
likely to be olosed has had the same effect. 

Within the next two weeks, however, it is re- 
garded as certain that an immense amount of 
rorn will have to be sent to market. H. O. 

rlaarstick reported this morning that if the 
present mild weather continued the barges 
could leave this city within a few 
days. Telegrams from the Northwest are to the 
effect that the weather is moderating, and the 
ice that is now coming down is not solid, but 
much honeycombed, Unless a cold snap oc- 
gure, the river will be again open within a 
‘week. 

At 1:30 this afternoon the Floor Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange assembled in the 
directors’ room on the call of President John 
W. Kauffman. The abject of the meeting was 
ostensibly to discuss the rules to de en- 
forced, but really to discuss an elab- 
orate lunch ... tendered the members 
of the committee by Mr. Kauffman.

THE PLYMOUTH GHOULS. 


BRUTISH WORK OF IGNORANT POLES IN A 
; PENNSELVANIA CEMETERY. 


Detailed Account of the Origin of the Re- 
ligious Feud Which Resulted in the Bar- 
barous  Wesecration of the Plymouth 
Burying Ground—King Martin Wilkes’ 
Story—The Matter to Be Taken to the 
Courts, .

LYMOUTH, Pa., 
Jan. 0%. —The 
Polish wolf still 
snaris and shows 
his teeth to-night 
but he is afraid 
to Bite. Al- 
though he knows 
that a 100 frantic 
followers are 
ready at his com- 
man@ to climb 
the nill and tear 
out every Lithu. 
anian coffin from 
the cemetery he 
claims as his, or, 
arming with guns 
and pistols that 
are stored in a 
score of places 
in the town, to 
go forth in battle 
with his enemies, 
he is afraid to move or say the word untii he 
shall have turned aside the public attention 
that the rapine of the grave of the Kudrik! 
twins concentrated upon him. He knows that 
people have talked of tar and feathers tor 
bim and ot lynching, while the fact that he 
stands to-night in bail aggregating $6,000 
charged withalong series of crime, begin- 
ning with violating sepuicher, resisting offi- 
cers and feloniously shooting, and ending 
with riot and inciting to murder, has taken 
some of the soreness out of the fangs 
of Mr. Martin Wilkes, so-called King of the 
Polanders of Plymouth. 

Meanwhile, the little ravished double grave 
upon the billside still stands open, a biot 
upon the fair fame of Luzerne County whose 
courts say the bodies shall not receive se- 
pulcher till the lawyers have palavered and 
the judges declared whether or not Lithuan- 
lans may be buried in this ground. 

THB CITY OF THE DEAD. 

The cemetery stands on a fair hill overlook- 
ing Plymouth and the valley of the Susque- 
hanna.

We kuow not what is 
in them.“ 

There was a baleful suggestion in his words.

KING WILKES’ PALACE. 

The palace of the ‘‘King’’ is not an impos- 
ing structure. It is a wooden two-story 
honse. The audience chamber looks likea 
bar-room of the cheaper sort, with afew 
pressed glass decanters behind the bar and a 
few cheap pictures between them. A babel 
of voices, as of te ye monkeys chattering, 
greeted my earsas I entered this ternoon. 
A dozen men were seated In the room engaged 
in violent conversation in the sharp stacatto 
of the Polish tongue. They had glasses of beer 
before them on arude table. Near by two 
women, more comely than the men, but by no 
means handsome, were whispering with heads 
laid together. All hands bad 
en eyes and high cheek 
and narrow, hollow forebeads 
bare physiognomies not unremindfal of 
North American Indians. There was nota 
smile in all the crowd, though the women 
their heads bound in wraps of knitted stuff, 
had a touch of coquettish alertness about the 
eves. Haifa dozen children, the little Princes 
and Princesses, played and quarreled upon 
the floor and at times were slapped into tem- 
porary quietude by the least uncomely 
woman, who was their mother. 

His Majesty was behind the bar drawing 
beer. Not a drop did he spill, but he filled the 
giasses as full as they would hold. He was 
the only neat-looking man in the place and 
was shaven clean as a bishop, save for his 
long mustache. His hair was neatly brushed. 
He wore a new siate colored shirt. He had 
a broad face and a short form. His eyes were 
sunken slightly and were full of 
cunning. At first he regarded my questioning 
with suspicion, but he gradually warmed up 
to his work and when I began to take notes 
upon his specious lies he grew ioquacious 
while all the others gathered round and 
prompted him to plie on the agony. 

THE POLE’S STORY. 

It's all about those fellows pretending to 
be Roman Catholics when they are only 
Greeks. Weare the Romans, said Wilkes, 
with theairof being the noblest Roman of 
them all. A few years ago this Pole was pro- 
fessing a gealous Lutheranism up in Wilkeés- 
barre. ‘*We raised the money to build a 
church. There was $9,000and 1 was treasurer 
and accounted for every penny, and these 
Greeks or Slavonies or Lithuanians,as they call 
themselves, wanted to get tie benefit of it, 
though they contributed nothing.’’ 

And be went on and told a rambling tale, in 
which he alone took an ornamental part. 
Every priest in Plymouth he blackguarded 
with foulest tongue. One was a thief; another 
had abandoned a wife and children in Europe, 
and a third had seven women to hie discredit, 
while good Father Donohue of the English 
speaking church, according to Wilkes, had 
butone desire—money. ‘‘He would burya 
dog in the consecrated ground of his ceme- 
tery for $10!’’ cried this Polish wolf, while his 
followers applauded the sentiment. In short, 
the only true blue, whole-souled Catholic in 
the town, according to his tale, was King 
Martin W iikes, 

The ravishing of the graves has turned all 
sympathy away from the Poles.

Ex-President Cleveland’s Letter to the 


Clothing Cutters’ Cenvention. 


CHICAGO, III., Jan, 25.—The Clothing Cut- 
ters’ National Convention, at the closing ses- 
sion last evening, had a letter from ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland. He refers to the ad- 
dress of President G. H. Hun toon, made to 
the conveution, and then says:

to wrangle over. This induces a neglect of 
the subjecton the part of a great number of 
our people, and a willingness to blindly follow 
the party to which they happen to belong in 
their action upon it. Itisa good sign to see 
practical men, such as belong to your 860 
ciation, discussing the question for them- 
selves. If this is done intelligently and with 
sincere intent to secure the truth, tariff re- 
formers, I think, have no need to fear the re- 
sult of such discussion.’’ 

The letter was in reply to one sent to Mr, 
Cleveland asking an expression on the tariff. 
A similar one was sent to President Harrison, 
but he has not replied.

THE FUTURE OF CANADA. 


A GROWING SENTIMENT IN FAVOR OF 
ANNEXATION. 


Separation From Great Britain the Lead- 
ing Tople of Discussion—Will It Lead 
to Political Unien With the United 
States— A Significant Incident — The 
Troubles of Minister Foster and His 
Wife—Not a Social Beycott. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DIsparTcn. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 25. 
HE rootof the Mail- 
Empire annexation 
is thé loyalty resolu- 
tions trouble. The 
Mail newspaper was 
originaily the per- 
sonal organ of Sir 
John MacDonald. 
French-Canadian 
Conservatives 
throughout the Prov- 
ince of Quebec op- 
posed its attacks on theif race and religion, 
and to clear himself of all responsibility in 
the matter Sir John repudiated the journal, 
and the Empire was started with more money 
than brains as its stock in trade. The Mail 
has since been a bitter opponent of Bir John. 
Mr. Farrar is the most brilliant newspaper 
man in Canada, and Sir John MacDonaid 
finds the Mail under his p no in- 
significant opponent. Some persons don’t 
hesitate to say that Farrar and Sir John Mac- 
donald understand each other very well, and 
that Farrar’s scheme is seconded by the as- 
tute and subtle Premier of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, who puts the editor up to serve his 
own ends. But few believe this story. 

The attacks of the Empire on the Toronto 
Mail for alleged conspiracy to promote the 
movement in favor of political union with the 
United States have started folks talking about 
the advantages and disadvantages of annex- 
ation. The fact cannot be denied that there Is 
a growing sentimentin that direction, yet to 
say that the movement has assumed any for- 
midable shape would be premature. 

WILL FAVOR SEPARATION. 

A prominent member of Parliament, 
whose name the correspondent is 
not permitted to divulge for the 


present, at least, had the courage to say to- 
nightthathe is seriously inclined to take 
advantagé of Mullock’s motion of pledged 
loyaity to Victoria and the British flag, when 
the resolution comes up before Parilament 
and mode an amendment In favor of a separa- 
tion from the British Einpire and the estab. 
lishment of Canadian independence. That is 
what Canada is coming to and possibly to 
annexation, he said; but the United States 
woud not further the movement by refusing 
unrestricted reciprocity with the view to 
forcing Canada to enter the Union. As re- 
gards himself ersonally, he bad no 
fear of returning to- his constituents 
for re-election on A platform of 
Canadian independence. The value placed 
upon Canada’s loyaity by the people of Great 
Britain had been fully illustrated by the late 
John Bright when he stated in the British 
Parilament that Canada had received her 
price for her loyaity. Cobden had also said 
that Great Britain could never defend Canada, 
while Lord Palmerston and Gladstone had 
been equally outspoken with regard tothe 
disadvantage Great Britain would be some duy 
subject to if she retained her Canadian 
colony. 

Incidental to the question of separation 
from the British Empire, it may be said that 
for the first time in the history of the Domin- 
ion the Governor-General omitted to propose 
the health of the Queen at the last annual 
state dinner given to the members of the 
Cabinet. It was by this fact that Mullock 
was prompted to move his celebrated resolu- 
tion of loyaity, which is to be débated next 
week. Lord Stanley says that the omission 
of the toast was purely an oversight, and he 
expressed deep regret that it should have 
happened. 

MINISTER FOSTER AND HIS WIFE. 

The tide of public opinion, whicha few 
days ago was yg against Finance Min- 
ister Foster and Mrs. Foster, appears to have 
turned in their fevor. It willbe remembered 
that Mr. Foster wascensured for attending 
the Governor-General’s state dinner aiter 
Mrs. Foster’s name had been stricken off the 
list of ladies invited to attend Lady Stanley’s 
reception. An explanation of the efrcum.- 
stances under which he dined with Lord Stan- 
ley bas removed alicauseforreproach. Ac- 
cording tothe English precedent and Cana- 
dian custom the invitation to members of the 
cabinet and others invited to attend a state 
dinner at the Government-house is prac- 
tically an order or an imperative 
command, State etiquette unfortunately 
for Mr. Foster, bas ordained it, and had Mr. 
Foster absenged himself he would have been 
gullty of a great breach of court etiquette. It 
now remains to be seen what he will do with 
reward to accepting the formal official or state 
invitations to Government house. The ques- 
tion has been raised among many members of 
Parliament as to 2 of Lord Stanley in 
repudiating the validity of a judgment or de- 
eree of the United States courts, as he is 
alleged to have done in the case of Mrs. 
Foster, when the edicts of Canadian courts 
have always been fully recognized in the 
United States. The statement of Mr. Foster, 
to which raference will be made further on, 
conflicts somewhat with the opinion he holds 
as to the Governor-General’s actual rea- 
son for ignoring Mrs. Foster. All doubt 
as to how rs. Foster feels over 
her exclusion from the society of Rideau Hall, 
the official reaidence of the Governor-General 
isnow at an end. The statement made to-day 
by ber husband shows clearly that they were 
prepared for the action Lord and Lady Stan- 
ley took in the matter. Mr. Foster’s state- 
mentisthat in the first — 4 all the news- 
paper reports on the subject of his wife’s 
social boycott are both incorrect in detail and 
misleading. — 

TUE MINISTER'S EXPLANATION. 

It was to have been expected,’’ he said, 
**that Lady Stanley would not officially receive 
my wife as a guest at Rideau Hall. Lady stan- 
ley represents the Queen here socially in the 
same way that Lord Stanley represents Her 
Majesty in the official capacity and she is 
therefore in duty bound to follow up these 
well known and well understood rules of state 
etiquette that are in vogue in court in 
Engiand. One of these rules is that uo wo- 
man who has been divorced and has remarried 
shallbe received at court, wherefore Mrs. 
Foster was left off the listof invited guests. 
It was not, as has been inferred, that Lady 
Stanley did not think my wife was a pure 
woman, and because she was unfortunate in 
her relations with her first husband that is no 
reuson why she onght now to be socially per 
secuted. The stories about a social boycott 
are malicious and ustrue.’’ 

„How does Mrs. Foster feel about the 
stories?’’ 

„Well, she has not heard them all, but 
those that have come to her ears have caused 
her much annoyance, and I may Say also 
some merriment. But she is light-hearted, 
and is Inclined to regard them as idle gossip 
which will play itself out ‘before long. Her 
indisposition a few days age was not due in 
any way to these stories.’’

A Romantic Life Story Brought Out in the 
Settlement of the Estate.

IN A FATHER’S EYES 


PAUL J. M’BRIDR, ACCUSED OF HOMICIDE 
IS BUT “MY LITTLE PAUL.” 


A Pathetic Scene in the Criminal Court Thi,’ 
Morning When He Is Arraigned to Plead 
—Attorney James J. McBride Falls Upon 
the Neck of His Boy and Weeps—The Sire 
and Son Were Inseparable Companiens— 
McBride’s Crime. 


HERE was an affecting 
scene in the Criminal 
Court-room this morn.

against whom a true 

bill for murder in the 
first decree was returned for the killing of 
Fireman Frank Loftus, was led in band-cuffed 
to Victor Julian, the dapper little fellow in- 
dicted for fraud. He was seated with the 
other prisoners in the jury chairs at the left 
of the Court. At soon as the bracelets 
were removed by a Deputy Sheriff, his 
father, Mr. J. J. McBride, sprang forward 
fr m his seat at the attorney’s table and threw 
his arms around the prisoner’s neck, 

KISSING HIM AFYFECTIONATELY. 

The scene was such as to affect every person 
in the court-room, and one and all they turned 
away to hide the tears of sympathy which 
could not be choked down. After several min- 
utes the father was led away by a deputy 
sheriff, while his son stepped forward to the 
Clerk’s rail and entered a plea of ‘‘not 
guilty,’’ when the terrible charge as made in 
the indictment was read. When asked 
whether ornot he had an attorney, young 
McBride answered that he would employ one. 

He then fell back, and the other prisoners 
in succession P 

‘TOOK HIS PLACE. 

There were Charles Bradford, charged-with 
attempted incest; Ep Houston, rob- 
bery in the first degree; Victor 
Julian, frand; Clinton Moulton, bur- 
giary in the first degree and larceny; 


Frank Williams, same; Joseph Samuels, two 
charges of grand larceny and emvezziement. 
ln all of these actions pleas of not guiity were 
made. 

There is now some doubt as to who will 
make the active defense for McBride when his 
case comes up for trial inthe court. The 
prisoncr’s father, Mr. James J. McBride, has 
in his defense of mürder cases been one of 
the most successful criminal lawyers at 
the St. Louis bar. It is his claim 
that not one of his clients out 
ota totalof over thirty-three ever suffered 
the death penalty. He has all along since his 
son's incarceration insisted that he alone 
would make the defense. The trouble has 
broken him down both In body and in mind, 
and it is thought that be will be physically 
unable to go through withthe bitter struggle 
which will undoubtedly be made when the 
action is laid before a jury. The friends 
of Mr. McBride are even now 
reported to be busy arranging to 
secure the services of one of the best known 
criminal attorneys in the West to take the 
leading partin the trial. Mr. McBride says 
that unless he can persuade Judge Normile to 
release hisson on heavy bond he will bring 
the matter before a jury as soon as possible, 
feeling confident, as he does, of an acquittal 
on the ground of se!f-defense. 

M’BRIDE’S CRIME. 

Young McBride shot and killed ex-City Fire- 
man Frank Loftus on the evening of October 
15, 1889, in front of a saloon on North Seventh 
street, across from the fire engine house near 
Olive street. McBride wasin there with his 
father, and both had been drinking some. 80 
had Loftus. Young McBride had words with 
Loftus, whom he accused of stepping on his 
toe. The  bar-keeper led ftus out 
to avoid trouble. McBride followed 
in a few minutes and it is said 
that without a word he shot the ex-fireman, 
who was standing afew doors away from the 
saloon. Loftus was taken to the City Hospital 
and died an bour later. McBride was arrested 
and ever since his father has been making a 
most bitter fight for him. The défense is that 
Loftus attempted to strike the boy. 

FATHER AND BON. 

The relations which have existed between 
the MeBrides, father and son, have been 
peculiar. Attorney James J. McBride is very 
affectionate to all his children and .was 
particularly fond of this son, whom he always 
refers to as my boy, Paul, or my little 
Pauly. The attorney has not for years 
treated Paul as a son, but more as a compan- 
ion. They have been together constantly. 
Paul has been at hisfather’s office and when 
the lawyer left there to go — place or transact 
any business he was generally with him. They 
visited saloons and drank together. When 
Air. McBride closed his office for the day, he 
and Pani generally drove off in his buggy to- 
gether and they remained together until they 
reached home forthe night, no matter what 
hour that would be. The son had no compan- 
ion whose society he seemed tb enjoy like that 
of his father and the father had no intimate 
like hie son. His very being seemed to be 
wrapped up in the boy ahd Paul's trouble has 
been a severe blow to him.

A SEKIOUS SITUATION, 


the State Prison at Deer 
Lodge, Mont. 


HELENA, Mont., Jan. 25.—Marshal Irvin, 
who has charge of the State Penitentiary at 
Deer Lodge, says that unless legislative ac- 
tion to provide an appropriation for the Pen- 
itentiary issoon taken the situation will be- 
come very serious. The Penitentiary, which 
was given by the National Government to the 
State, can now comfortably accommodate 144 


convicts, the number now confined in the 
institution, and inrickety log structures on 
the grounds, These 144 convicts, comprising 
some ofthe most desperate characters in the 
West 14 by fourteen men. Ths con- 
yiots confined in log buildings are only par- 
tially guarded. Ordinary padlocks are used 
to close the doors, asthere is nothing more 
available. If a revolt should occur nine- 
tenths of these desperadoes would escape. 
But this isnot the worst of the situation, as 
the number of convicts is increasing rapidly. 
Marshal Irvin estimates that the number of 
convicts in the penitentiary will be increased 
to 250 before the winter is ended. There isnot 
a dollar available to provide adequate quar- 
ters. The Marshal has sufficient money to 
feed the convicts, but there is no money on 
hand for any other purpose. He is, in 
addition, deprived of the Federal Gov- 
ernment appropriation of $2,500. The only 
way by which proper and sale accommoda- 
tions for the convicts can be secured is 
through an appropriation by the Lexisiature. 
Marshal Irvin, Gov. Toole and the spéakers of 
the two Houses of Representatives had a con- 
ference yesterday on the subject. The serious- 
ness of the situation and the danger to which 
the citizens of Deer Lodge are exposed, wus 
dwelt upon, and the conferrees agreed to use 
their best endeavors to bring the two houses 
together on the basis that a committee of 
three from each party should select such 
bills for immediate enactinent as the necessi- 
ties of the situation required, the first to de 
one oppropriating money for the Peniten-

INTERESTING RELICS. 


Scarce Playbille and Copies of Old-Time 
Newspapers Sold at Auction. 


By Telegranh to the Posr-Disraren. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. %.—About thirty 
persons interested in scarce playbills and 
other relics gathered at an auction-room on 
Arch street yesterday afternoon for the sale of 
some treasures collected by the late W. W. 
Long. As a rule the playbills, which were 
sold tirst, brought low prices, 5 and 10 cents 
each. One, however, of Edwin Forest as 


Coriolanus, Academy of Music, 1864, with a 
wood cut of Forrest, brought 35 cents, anda 
scarce bill of the Ameriean Aquatic Theater, 
United States flagship Cumberland, Febru- 
ary 20, 1861, was sold for25 cents. Mrs. Charles 
N. Mann, the weil-known Philadelphia col- 
lector, puld 20 cents for a benefit billot Thos. 
A. Cooper at the Chestnut Street Theater in 
1823, any house bills of the Chestnut 
and Walnut theaters for 1821-2-3_ in 
small lots were divided between Mr. 
Mann and the Historical Society at prices 
ranging from 10 to 20 cents, but Mr. Mann had 
to pay 60 cents fors benefit bill of Edmund 
Kean, as Lear, Walnut Street Theater, April 
14, 1821, and 40 cents for Mr. Herbert’s benefit 
as Richard III., Chestnut street, Mareh 10, 
1820. The latter has a wood cut of Herbert, a 
forgotten actor, and probably the only one in 
existence. The highest price realized by any 
ofthe early bills was $2.50 fora benefit of 
Joseph Jefferson, grandfather of our Joseph, 
in The Rivals, Chestnut street, March 24, 
1819. Mr. Thomas Donaldson was a pur- 
chaser. 

Whilethe sale of these early Philadelphia 
bills was in progress, two curious bills, inter. 
poiated in the catalogue occasioned some 
spirited bidding. One of these was a play Dill 
of ‘*the Libby Prison Minstrels,’’ December 2, 

The performers were Union prisoners in 
Libby Prison and the bills were printed on the 
press of the Richmond Zzraminer. This sreci- 
men brought 323. The other was a bill of 
Ford’s Theater, Wasulngton, April 14, 1865, 
the night of President Lincoln’s assussina- 
tion. This particular bill was taken from Mr. 
Lincoln’s box afterthe murder. It was sold 
for $27. Its authenticity was certitied. After 
this diversion prices again fell, and a por- 
trait of Billy Wright, comedian, brought only 
10 cents. A so-called engraving of Daddy 
Kice’’ Jim Crow, Bowery, N. I., 1883. brought 
$1.80, and a portrait of John R. Scott was sold 
for55 cents. A lithograph of Mr. and Mrs. F. 
B. Conway was sold for the absurdly low price 
of 10 cents, 

The sale of old newspapers did not begin 
brililantly, a copy of the Berryville (Va.) Con- 
servator, containing Gen. Jobnson’s official 
report of the battle of Bull Run, bringing only 
40 cents, while the Winchester Gazetie of 
Januury 15, 1800, fetched 55 cents. Copies 
of the Philadelphia Evening Post of 
1776 were sold for 80 and 35 cents eaen. The 
Philadelphia Gazette, 1744, of which Benjamin 
Franklin was publisher and editor, brought 
$2.22, and one cowy of the forerunner of the 
Pennsylvania Gazette, of which Samuel K. 
Fimer was publisher and editor, March 11, 
1728, brought $10.50. At the same time the 
New England Weekly Journal of April 27, 1828, 
brought only $2. Thirteen dollars was con- 
sidered very cheap foracopy of the Charles- 
ton Mercury of December 20, 1860, containing 
the South Carolina ordinance of secession, 
but 25 cents was thought enough for some war 
envelopes, 35 cents for a lot of war songs, and 
80 cents for two curious lithographs, ‘‘The 
Battie of Bull Run“ and the Last Ditcn.’’

ENGINEER EIPFEL’S TKOUBLES. 


His Funds Are Garnisheed by a New York 
Firm of Elevator Builders. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DiIsratTon. 

NEW Tonk, Jan. 2%.—A New York firm of 
elevator builders, have had a misuaderstand- 
ing with M. Gustav Eiffel and have garnisheed 
the money dueto the distinguished French- 
man by the Eiffel Tower Association of Paris, 
to liquidete a claim of $15,000 for elevators 


put into the famous tower. 

Previous to the construction of the Eitfel 
Tower the municipality of Paris agreed to 
give 1,500,000 frances to the association, with 
the understanding that all materials and 
machinery used in the construction of the 
tower were to be of French make. When it 
came to putting the five elevators used in 
the famous structure, however, M. 
Eiffel found that his countrymen 
could not construct two of them, which were 
required to ascend upon aninciined curve to 
a helzht of 420 feet. He then sought plans and 
drawings for the elevators from English and 
American manufacturers, and the Americans 
obtained the contract, One ofthe engineers 
of the company bas just returned from Paris, 
where he passed two years in filling the Eiffel 
tower contract. He explained the trouble 
with M. Kiffe! roe „Our chief en- 
gineer,’’ said he, drew the plans tor the 
Eiffel tower lifte, of which there are five. We 
contracted to putintwo which were to run 
from the ground to the second platform. The 
other two running from the first stage, were 
put in by the French firm, and the fifth 
elevator, running from the second to 
the third platform was put in by another 
French company at a cost of $100,000 aud car- 
ried an average of 4,000 passengers a day. Our 
elevator carried an average of 9,000 passengers 
aday. The five elevators cost $400,000 and 
cleared a net profit rigs the Exposition of 
6,000,000 francs. The profitrealized daily by 
our machines alone, I have been informed, 
often reached 58,000 francs. The contract was 
made with M. Eiffel and it Is through him that 
our firm has attached all money due him in the 
hands of the Eiffel Tower Association to se- 
cure the balance of $15,000 due to us. As we 
understood the contract we were 
to furnish the material for 
the construction of our elevators 
and the services of our engineers who were to 
give such advice and make such suggestions 
as M. Kiffei might desire, but M. Eiffel was to 
build the elevators. Our bill amounted to 
$30,000. M. Eiffel refuses to settle the unpaid 
balance of $15,000 on the ground that the ma- 
terial was not delivered in time to enable him 
to have the elevators unning order at the 
opening of the tower We claim that it was, 
and ons re that all the material was on the 
ground forty-nine days before be touched .“

THE WORLD’S FAIR- 


This City Ready te Commence Work at 

Once, and Have All Buildings Com- 
pleted Before 1892, but the Different 
States Want Delay—foreign Exhibitors 
Also Desire a Postponement. 


HE reports from 
Washington are to the 
effect that the 8. 
Louis delegation is not 
opposed to the post- 
ponement of the 
World’s Fair until 
1893. Letters were re- 
ceived at the local 
headquarters to-day 
from several of the 
capital contingent 
stating that there was 
a general feeling that 
it would be best for the 
interests of all con- 
1 cerned to postpone the 
0 Hm fair for a year. The 
| } reason for this is not 

any unteadiness on 
the part of St. Louis itself. On the contrary 
this city could bave its part done long before 
the required time, and is the only city of 
which this can be said. 

THE IMPRESSION. 

that has gone abroad in many quarters that 
St. Louis requires more time to erect the 
buildings necessary and make such arrange~ 
ments as the case may require than would be 
disposable were the fair to be heid In 1892, is 
said by the members of the general and 6xe- 
cutive committees to be entirely misleading. 
Asfar as this city is concerned, everything 
could be in complete readiness long 
before the required time. The site needs 
little or no preparation, the money is ready, 
and workMen could commence at once. The 
reason that a postponement of the fair is 
favored is notthe unreadiness of St. Louis 
but the fact that delay is earnestiy desired in 
other quarters. As itis intended to make the 
coming quadficentennial the grandest unl- 
versal exposition ever held the convenience 
of the prospective exhibitors has to be care- 


fully considered. In the first place the differ- 
ent States wish to be represented lu the best 
possible manner. 

THE STATE BUILDINGS 
will be one of the most interesting features of 
the fair, andthe States desire to be worthily 
represented. To insure this a legisiative ap- 
propriation is necessary, and a careful sur- 
vey of the ground. Plans must be drawn for 
buildings, space allotted to exhibitors and ar- 
rangements made for securing the best speci- 
mens of all articles to be exhibited. Could the 
States go to work at once on this, the time 
at their disposal would be none too long. But 
in many cases the Legislatures will not meet 
for a year or more, and until some legisiative 
action le taken nothing can be done. Were 
the fairto be held in the epring of 1892 the 
great majority of the States would have barely 
u year to make ready, while many would have 
but a tew months. When it is considered that 
no plans of bulldings, no allotment of space, 
and no arrangement as to the manner 
in which products shall be exhibited 
can be made untl the different 
Legislatures have made appropriations and 
appointed committees to manage the affairs of 
the State exhibits, it can be seen that the time 
at their disposal would be entirely inadequate 
to any proper display. 

THE CONGRESSMEN 

representing the different districts at first did 
not recognize this fact, but it has been called 
totheir attention by the States which they 
represent and strong pressure has been 
brought to bear to postpone the fairtosuch a 
date as will permit the different States to 
make broper exhibits. In the interest of 
the fair and not because this city 
could not easily haye it putin readiness, the 
representatives of St. Louis are willing to con- 
sentto delay. Another matter that must be 
considered is that in relation to foreign gov- 
ernments. Diplomatic communications are 
proverbially slow, and before the different 
nations can be officially invited to attend ana 
can take action on the matter, a great deal of 
the time intervening between the date at 
which the location conld be decided upon and 
the apring of 1892 would be consumed. This 
would prevent any proper display being made 
by foreign exhibitors, and would very seri- 
ously detract from the success of the fair. 
For these reasons the St. Louls delegation are 
willing to consent to a postponement, but the 
local committees do not wish it to be under- 
stood that the affairs under their control are 
in acondition to render it desirable.

FIGHT? 


THE CONTEST FOR THE LOCATION OF THE 
WORLD’S FAIR. a 


Two Lone commit teemen Comprise the St. 
Louis Contingent—The St. Joseph Post- 
Office—Kerens Pulling for Parker—A 
Tariff Bill Under Preparation by the 
House Ways and Means Committee— 


Washington News. 


By Telegranh to the Posr-Disraron. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2%.—The friends of 
Bt. Louis have come to the decided conclusion 
that New York don’t want „ world’s fair and 
that Chicago does, and that all is shaping into 
a regular political contest. ‘The action of the 
New York Assembly, it is alleged here, is con- 
trolled by Senator Hiscock and others, who 
of course are ambitious for the welfare of the 
party of which they are members. It is re- 
ported that Illinois will be a doubtful State at 
another general election. Also that the rail- 
road corporations are for Chicago and that 
she bas now a controlling influence. On 
the other. hand, the fine opportunities 
presented to trade in the House just now are 
being embraced and cut no slight figure in the 
premises against Chicago. As has been here- 
tofore stated, the chances fora fair at all are 
diminishing gradually. Gen. Clark and John 
J. O'Neill are the two lone committeemen 
now at work here in behalf of St. Louis, while 
Obicago hasafull company on the ground, 
each ona a strong and influential factor. 

Col. Sam Hays will make Chicago his head- 
quarters for a while, in connection with his 
duties with the Wabasb Railway Oo. 

There was another protracted struggle in 
the House Committee on the World’s Fair to- 
day, outofwhich the New York party came 
out victorious. The battle began as soon as 
the sub-committee reported to the full 
committee that it did not recommend 
either of the propositions referred 
to it, and asked permission to 


frame a bill providing fora Fair in 1892, and 
leaving the question of its site for future set- 
tlement. This was finally adopted after a 
lively discussion. Mr. Bowden was present 
for the first time. 

Mr. Springer assailed the report, charging 
thatthe committee was violating the spirit of 
the instructions by the House which meant 
a resolution providing for the selection 
ofa site. , 

He repeated what he had already said 
touching the dangers of delay. Taking up a 
New York newspaper be read from the ac- 
count of the proceedings of the Legislature of 
Albany yesterday the remarks of Mr. Sheehan 
to the effect that all of the money for te 
fair would be furnished by New 
York City; that the New York representat‘ves 
were waiting anxiously to hear from tne Leg- 
jsiature; that Messrs. Flower and Belden had 


telegraphed to act at once and that delay 


meant danger and the loss of the Fair to New 
York. Mr. Springer saidthat the committee 
was asked to sit here and do nothing until 
the New York Legisiature bad leisurely acted 
upon the proposition. When that was 
formulated, the New York representatives 
were to go into the House and assert that 
New Vork asked no financial aid from the 
Government, and thus use their $15,000,000 
fund asa columbiad to blow up the other 
cities. He wassurprised to see the repre- 
sentatives of these other cities surrendering 
their prospects and acquiescing in that pro- 
gramme. ' 

Mr. Flower, in reply. said that Mr. Springer 
had been taunting the committee with delay, 
batit might pavto wait fifteen days if the 
Government saved a million dollars a day, as 
it would if the Legisiature acted favorably 
upon the bill. 

Continuing Mr. Flower said that Mr. Bowden 
had just come from a sick bed and Mr. Hatch, 
auotber member of the committee was still 
sick. it was not falr to the committee to ex- 
pect it to rush along with so Important a mat- 
ter until all the members were acquainted 
with the subject. The other mem- 
bers of the committee should at 
least have the opportunity Mr. Hitt had had, 
as a member of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, to study the subject before undertak- 
ing to report a plan to the House, and they 
shouldn't be deprived of that right 
— ere to the desires of one 
city ‘Chicago). It was proper and 

udent that the House should decide that 
here would bea Fair before an attempt was 
made to fix the site. Otherwise, after nam- 
ing a site, the maicontents m'ght succeed in 
defeating the main proposition, and there 
would be no fair. 

Mr. Hitt replied briefly urging prompt ac- 
tlon. 

Mr. Bowden thought that he had all the in- 
formation necessary for his guidance, and to 
the delight of the Chicago men he ranged on 
their side and moved as a substitute for the 
report of the subcommitte Springer 
resolution which provides for A 
baliot in the House next Monday. 
Again the chairman narrowly escaped 
committing bimself by voting. The vote to 
be taken would have resulted in a tie—3 to 8— 

ecessitating his casting the deciding vote, 

ut at this moment Mr. Selden (who had been 
absent) walked in and cast his vote axainst 
Mr. Bowden’s motion and the Chairman was 
relieved of the necessity for voting. 

Finding themselves in the majority, the New 
York men then pressed for action upon the 
sub-committee’s report, and it was adopted, 
Messrs. Hitt, Springer and Bowden voting 
against it. 

The committee then adjourned subject to 
the call of the chairman, which will be issued 
when the sub-committee has framed its bill. 
Mr. Hitt has signified an intention to intro- 
duce in the House a resolution providing for 
the selection of a site by ballot and instruct- 
ing the committee, which he will ask to have 
increased to thirteen members, to report 
within three days. 


The Negro Convention. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25.—Delegates to 
She National Negro Convention, to assemble 
in the Metropolitan A. M. E. Cnurch here on 
February 3, are already arriving. Inthe call 


for the convention four delegates are allowed 
to each Congressional District with four at 
large toeach State and Territory and ten to 
the District of Columbia. It is said the con- 
vention will be thé largest and most thor- 
Oughly representative of its class ever held. 
The object of the convention, as given in the 
ecall, isto orgahize a national association of 
colored citizens, by which a united and con- 
tinuous effort shall be made to relieve them 
from the personal outrages infilcted upon 
them in the Southern States and to obtain the 
riguis of American citizens now denied them 
in parts of the country; to ascertain the oppos- 
ing influences that retard the growth of their 
educational, moral and material interests; to 
invoke Congress to pass such legislation as

NAVIGATION CLOSING. 


HEAVY ICE CAUSES THE BARGE LINES 
TO SUSPEND OPERATIONS. 


Cold Weather in the Northwest Leads to 
the Stoppage of Shipments of Corn by 
River From St. Louis—Daration of the 
Ice Blockade Uncertain—River Improve- 


ment. 


As published in the POsT- DISPATCH, the con- 
tinuance of the cold weather has put a stop to 
shipments by barge from this city. About a 
week ago the ice began to run heavily 
in the river, coming both from the 
Missour! and the Upper Mississippi Rivers. 
At first the ice, although considerable in 
amount, was not heavy, and was very much 
honeycombed, rendering it only a slight im- 
pediment to navigation. 

THE ICR INCREASING. 

It gradually, however, increased in volume 
and solidity, and soon it became appar- 
ent that, unless some change in the temper- 
ature took place, it would ve necessary to 
stop the barges. The recent warm weather 
gave a ray of bope to exporters, but the cold 
weather yesterday morning removed this, and 
when word was received from the barge com- 
pany that no further shipments could de 
made it was in no way a surprise. The ice is 
to-day coming down far more heavily 
than at any previous time during 
the season, and the cakes are large 
and solid. From telegrams received 
fromthe North and West it is learned that 
tbere isa large amount of ice in the rivers 
and no immediate prospects of a cessation of 
therun. The exporters were informed of this 
and at once set about making arranye- 
ments for sending their corn to 
some point far enough south to 


avoid the ice. Seth W. Cobb said: ‘‘I think 
that the exporters have about decided to send 
their grain from hereto Belmont, Mo. That 
point is tar enough south to avoid any danger, 
and wecan shipfrom there to New Orieans 
by barge. 
THERE IS NO USE WAITING 
until the river here is clear of ice; the uncer- 
tainty is too great. Of course a general warm 
spell ney come, which would 
reopen navigation in aday or two, but 
then we may not be adle to use the 
river for weeks. At preseut there is 
no sign of a diminution in the volume of ice. 
But we have determined not to aliow the ex- 
port of grain by the river to be stopped. In 
anticipation of the present state of affairs we 
made arrangements some time ago to ship 
from Belmont, and shall carry them into 
effect. The cost will be about 1 cent a bushel 
morethan if the corn were delivered here, 
and of course a good deal that would come to 
St. Louis had we been able to continue regu- 
lar shipments will go East. We shall 
also buy in the country and ship 
direct to Belmont without coming 
here at all. It is peculiarly unfortunate 
thatthe river should’ be closed just now, as 
there is an immense demand from abroad and 
a great corn cropis waiting for transporta- 
tion. This winter the shipments abroad have 
far exceeded, notonly actually, but propor- 
tionately, those of other years, and it is plain 
that the Europeans are waking up to the value 
of our corp crop. 
LOSSES FROM LOW WATER. 

„But while the winter has been open, the 
water has been low, and the barges could 
only go out baifloaded. What we want here, 
and what we must have,isa better channel. 
We could always ship all the corn 
that could be grown if we could 
be reasonably sure of adepth of eight feet on 
the bars, This depth could be easily secured 
if the appropriations for say five years for im- 
provembut of the Mississippi could be ex- 
pended inone. We have tried to show Con- 
gress that this would be true econ- 
omy, but so far without success. Now, 
however, the caseis different. The farmers 
will see that the sale of their corn abroad de- 
pends upon keeping a good channel in the 
river. It is not simply a choice between ship- 
ping polnts, but between shipping and 
not shipping. If heavy freights are 
paid, the corn in Europe will not bring 
enough to allow the grower anything, but 
with cheap freight rates tne sales will be very 
large. There will be a stronger pressure 
brought upon Congress this year to make ad- 
equate appropriations for improving the Mis- 
sissippi than has ever been the case before. 

The newly appointed Committee on Missis- 
sippi River Improvement heid its first meeting 
yesterday afternoon. A circular letter from 
the Mobile (Ala.) Board of Trade was read, 
asking for the assistance of St. Louis in secur- 
ing appropriations for the improvement of 
Mobile Bay. No action was taken and the 
meeting adjourned, subject to the call of the 
chairman.
